and the remainder to m eet other ex­ 
pected deficiency. 
Commissioner Williams of the Reve­ 
nue Bureau reported that $1,383,540 
had been expended for enforcing the 
dry laws during the first three months 
of the present fiscal year.

purpose $4,750,000 had been appro­ 
priated for the year. 
The bureau needs, he added, four 
additional directors for the enforce­ 
ment of prohibition, another supervis­ 
ing agent, three more special agents 
for field work, and an additional force 
of 22 inspectors and 62 agents.

As the av erag e of m any an aly ses 
a ton of wheat straw c a rries about 
10 pounds of nitrogen, 2.0 pounds of 
phosphoric acid and 14.H pounds

This amount of plant food 
in the more

forms would cost some $5.48, v alu in g 
nitrogen at 30 cents a pound, phos­ 
phoric acid at 10 cents and potash a t 
15 cents. 
From the standpoint 
of 
actual plantfood, then, it would a p ­ 
pear that $# will buy more than the 
wheat straw carries, and in a m ore 
readily available form. 
More labor 
will also be involve«! in handling the 
straw as proposed than in using 
the 
commercial fertilizers. 
On soils low in organic matter there 
would be more object to work 4 he 
straw into the soil than 
under the 
conditions 
which our correspondent 
names, though experim ents to date 
do not show 
that much can be a l­ 
lowed for organic matter in «»xcess 
of the nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
potash which it carries. 
There are doubtless conditions un­
